1 .  "it  difcoutagci  induftry,  the 
fource  of  the  wealth  fend  happinefsi  of 
every  ftate  ;  for  ic  difables,  in  a 
great  degree,  the  ttfeFul  farmer,  nie- 
chanic,  manufachirer,  or  merchant, 
from  borrowing,  at  le'ial  intereit.  Jt 
js  well  known  that  it  is  by  the  produc- 
tive nature  of  the  employment  of  thele 
meritorious  dalles  of  citizens  that  the 
•wealth  of  the  community  is  gradual- 
ly incieal'ed,  and  that  all  ihe  comforts 
and  conveniences  of  life  arife  from 
their  exertions.  Some  degree  of  cre- 
dit on  legal  intereit  is  cliintial  tow- 
ards  exte  nding  their  induftry,  and 
contribute  to  accelerate  the  progrefs 
of  wealth.  Brit  the  practice  of  the  a- 
■varicious  money  holder  counteracts 
this  beneficial  elfect,  and  weakens  the 
hand  of  indullry  by  depriving  it  of 
parfof  the  means  of  exertion. 

2.  It  rewards  idlenel's  by  enabling 
the  money-holder  to  accumulate  a  ca- 
pital not  only  without  his  own  induf- 
try, butalfo  wi.hout  effecting  any  in- 
crease in  the  wealth  of  fociety,  like 
the  four  dalles  of  ufctul  citizens  a- 
bove  mentioned. 

3.  It  promotes  injuftire,  and  there- 
by fabverts  one  of  the  principal  ends 
of  civil  fociety,  by  alliliing  and  fur- 
nilhing  means  to  the  dilhonert  debtor 
to  cheat  hiscreditors  who  are  general, 
ly  of  the  indultri  jus  dalles  of  citizens, 
employed  in  productive  indullry. — 
Molt  of  the  failures  in  this  city,  if 
traced,  will  be  found  to  have  given  u- 
furious  intereit  for  the  purpofe  of  fe- 
crering  the  money  received,  or  from 
other  (milter  views.  Thus  fraudulent 
bankruptcy,  that  alarming  evil  to 
commerce,  will  be  found  to  be  clofely 
connected  with  the  giving  ufurious  in- 
tereit. 

4.  It  tends  to  deftroy  the  credit,  fo 
elTcntial  to  the  life  and  trade  of  ma. 
nufac"tures,  by  deitroying  that  mutu- 
al confidence  between  man  and  man 
on  which  it  reits.  for,  when  fraudu- 
lent failures  frequently  happen,  con- 
fidence mult  ceale. 

5.  If  the  perfon  who  gives  ufurious 
intereit  does  not  injure  his  creditors, 
it  never  fails  to  ruin  himfeif.  Like  a 
bait,  it  operates  to  decoy  him  into  the 
fnare  ;  for  no  prorit  on  ttade  can  five 
him,  and  it  is  on  this  fund  h:  computes 
for  repayment. 

6.  It  is  a  perverfion  of  the  nfe  of  mo- 
ney, which  is  intended  as  a  circulating 
medium  to  facilitate  trade  and  the  ex- 
change of  commodities,  and  noc  as  an 
inllrument  in  the  hands  of  the  ufu ret- 
to  deltroy  induftry,  trade  and  confi- 
dence. 

7.  it  is  injurious  to  the  fyftem  of  fi- 
nance, whole  object  it  is  often  to  bor- 
row on  a  low  intereit  for  the  general 
ben  fir. 

We  have,  under  the  preceeding 
heads,  various  views  of  11  fury,  in  all 
of  whirh  its  turpitude  is  evident,  and 
its  injury  to  fociety  *coiil'picuous. — 
Hence  it  is  that  in  every  commercial 
country  it  f  orms  a  pu  t  of  their  crimi. 
ml  code  to  punifh  it  ;  and  hence  it  is 
that,  among  the  virtuous  in  every 
country,  the  avaricious  practices  of 
the  ufurer  are  held  in  jnft  abhorrence. 

It  will  be  here  proper  to  refute  the 
argument;  that  have  been  offered  in 
its  extenuation,  or  againfl:  a  new  law 
againfl  ufnry  ;  for  no  perfen  has  yet 
attempted  to  defend  it  in  all  the  ex- 
tent of  the  evil. 

I.  It  has  been  faid  that  the  evil  will 
cure  itfelf.  This  cannot  be  fo,  while 
it  fcreens  from  puniltiment  the  dark 
frauds  of  the  trader  and  the  bankrupt. 
The  vicious  will  he  tempted  by  the 
bait,  anil,  joining  with  the  nfurer,  they 
will  enrich  themfelves  with  the  bafe 
plunder  derived  from  the  honeft,  in- 
dubious, and  fullering  creditor.  ln- 
llead,  therefore,  of  curing  itfelf,  the 
contrary  is  molt  probable  — that  it  will 
fprcad  like  a  contagion  and  tempt  e- 
very  character  not  principled  in  vir- 
tue to  prey  upon  the  property  of  his 
neighbour,  by  getting  in  debt,  refell- 
ing  the  property  on  notes,  which  he 
carries  to  the  ufcrer's  broker,  with 
him  div  ides  the  fpoil ;  fecrcts  the  mo- 
ney, and  — breaks.
